.N unassuming 38-year- 
old Scot — Glasgow- 
born Dr Benjamin Arthur 
Hems—was Britain’s out- 
standing scientist of 1950, 
according to a poll of expert 
opinion carried out by this 
column, 


Dr Hems has won lasting 
scientific fame for discover- 
ing an ingenious new 
method of making “monkey 
ginnd” tablets. It has al- 
ready inerensed the doctors’ 
skill and may eventually 
cnable farmers to produce 
more food. 


“Monkey gland’ — the 
popular but misleading name 
for a drug called thyroxine 
—supercharged the system, 
speeding up the heart-beat, 
the digestion and the energy 
output. 


In the healthy human 
body a gland called the 
thyroid, located in the 
neck, sets free just enough 
thyroxine to keep the “en- 
gines” running at a regular 
rate. 


But for thousands of 
people who suffer from a 
permanent thyroid disorder 
an extra supply of it is es- 
sential. Without it they 
rapidly degenerate into pufly 
invalids, with minds and 
bodies barely “ticking over.” 

The “monkey gland” pre- 
scribed by doctors for these 
patients is extracted from the 
thyroid glands of sheep. The 
drug had been made from chemi- 
cals before, but in this form it 
was extremely expensive and far 
less effective than the natural 
extract. . 


Working in a. Greenford, 
Middlesex, laboratory, Dr Hems 
has now found a cheap method 
of making synthetic ‘monkey 
gland,” which hospital teste have 
proved to: bo fully as affective 
as the natural substance. 

The use of this pure drug, in- 
stead of a cruder gland extract, 
wil enable dosages to be more 
accurately controlled. 

Selentists have also found 
that, if the new synthetle drug 
is given. to dairy cows, it in- 
creases mili yields ‘by about

* 8ST DUNSTAN’S Hospital 
selentists have abandoned 
attempts to build a radar “eye” 


‘for guiding blind people, after 


five years of experiments. 


Radar itself was quickly ruled 
out as _ impracticable bui 
sclentist Raymond Buerle de- 
vised a neat, torch-sized gadget 
called a clicker, which sends out 
sound signals, and picks up their 
echoes on the radar principle, 


Tests with blind children were 
most encouraging, Buerle tells 
me, . The clicker gives such 
ample warning of hazards such 
as pillar-boxes that the children 
could walk along unknown 
routes at two miles per hour. 

Untortunately the clicker is 
no-help:to' blind people walking 
along o fomlilar route--in fact 
it slows them down, And as 
they usually stick 40 routes they

He had already 
discarded one diamond and 
could have afforded to discard 
another, But those miserable 
clubs were no use to him! 50 
he discarded the five of clubs, 


Now South ran the four 
spades, discarding the déuce of 
clubs from his hand on the 
fourth. When the fourth spade 
was Ied, dummy had left the 
black ace of clubs ana two 
diamonds; and South kept two 
clubs and o trump. Bur what 
was poor East to keep? 


tt he kopt two diamonds 
and only one club, dumniy 
would drop the club "king with 
duminy’s ace, and South’s hand 
would be high with a trump 
and the last club. And if East 
kept two clubs and only one 
diamond, dummy would lead 


the Jow diamond to: South to, 


ruff out the king, and dummy 
would be high with the ace of 
clubs and the queen of diao- 
monds, 


West would have set the con- 
tract if he had kept both of 
his clubs. Then East could 
safely blank his king vf clubs, 
allowing West’s six of clubs 
to control the sult!
